Independent claims 44 and 52 when considered as a whole, are 
allowable over the prior arts of record. Specifically, prior arts of record do not 
teach or suggest the combination of means, arranged and interacted to perform 
the step of transmitting the time information. Specifically, although Hochmuth 
teaches storing application data in a plurality stored states in a desktop 
environment (0029); transmitting the time information when the state of 
application data for any of the application program being changed (0024); and 
setting at least one of a day and time in which the state of one or more of the 
application programs being reproduced (0023), none of the references teach or 
suggest the step of reproducing the state of the application program as of the 
day and time of the located desktop environment by selecting the application 
data in the located desktop environment wherein locating, based the set 
received day and time information, a desktop environment containing the state 
of application data from the stored plurality of different sets of the application 
data at a time closest to at least one of the set received day and time 
information.
